once said. "I'm a Democrat."

P A R I S — (NEA) — One 


aspect of American influence 
which has become completely 
integrated 
in 
the 
life of 


Frenchmen is the comic strip. 
More than that. Today it is 
considered here to be the 
most significant expression of 
pop art. 


So much so that the French 


Center 
for 
the 
Study of 


Literature of Graphic Expres- 
sion (CELEG, for the initials) 
has recently announced its 
purpose: to " d e f e n d 
the 


physical and moral integrity 
of the comic strip against the 
barbarian prejudice which re- 
fuses to admit it as a major 
form of art." 


Giff-Wiff, the Center's mag- 


azine, asks, "What is the dif- 
ference between Launcelot in 
quest of the Grail and Tarzan, 
Lord of the Jungle?" 


As further argument, 
it 


stresses the fact that the 
comic strip is the only form of 
expression reaching a wider 
audience than television. One 
comic, for instance, is esti- 
mated to have some 12 million 
readers. On the artistic level, 
Giff-Wiff poses the question: 
"Is it possible to deny the af- 
finity between the sculpture 
of Michelangelo and Tarzan's 
noble, writhing, muscular tor- 
so in mortal combat with a 
panther?" 


A Giff-Wiff, incidentally, is 


a small, amphibious cross be- 
tween a cat and a fish. It 
would be easy to domesticate 
except 
that 
it 
lives 
on 


precious stones. 


CELEG's membership in- 


cludes professors of the Fac- 


ulty of Science and the Na- and certainly the most pop- 
tional Research 
Center, 
a ular, are American. Alley Oop,

The appearance in France 


of the comic strip, according 
to a distributor, goes back to 
the beginning of the century.

between the two World Wars. 


Today many papers carry 


anything from half or entire 
pages of comic strips. Some, 
are French but the majority, 


Tarzan, Superman and Bat- 
man are household names. 


Giff-Wiff explains that if, 


in 1895, movies were heralded 
as the art of the 20th century, 
cartoons are definitely that of 
the 21st century. 


The popularity of American 


cartoonists is attributed to the 
fact that they are first, more 
prolific and, secondly design- 
ed to appeal to adults and not 
to children, as 
do 
their 


French counterparts. 


One of CELEG's main wor- 


ries is that the comic strip is 
constantly exposed to finicky 
blue-pencilling by publishers 
or dcskmen whose pleasure is 


(o mutilate, niter nnd stifle 
cartoon characters. 


They delete words such as 


"rat fink" from the balloon, 
remove 
the 
sensual 
curve 


from a lady's bosom or cover 
her legs with a skirt. In addi- 


tion, the 
Educational Vigi- 


lance Commission, by virtue 
of a law passed in 19'45, bans 
all strips portraying violence 
and bloodshed from children's 
magazines and weeklies. 


Along 
with 
tlic 
comics, 


French newspapers have in- 
troduced the daily illustrated 
strip serializing famous lit- 
erary works and novels. More 
recent is the serialization of 
the Bible. For Frenchmen 
who have not had the benefits 
of higher education, this has 
proved an attractive means of 
boning up on history and tlic 
great literary works.

prize contest is just as binding, in 
the eyes of the law, as any other 
kind of contract. A winning con- 
testant can enforce his rights in 
court. 


Htn .suppose the rules say: 
"The 
decision of the contest 


judges shall be final." 


Ifven then, if (he judges tamper 


with the rules or use other trickery 
to foil a winner, the law will still 
uphold his claim to whatever he 
has legitimately won, 


On the other hand, you cannot 


insist on a pri/c if you yourself 
have nol lived up to the rules. For 
example: 


A car dealer offered a valuable 


gift certificate as first prize in a 
drawing. But according to the rules 
of the contest, ticket stubs had to 
he deposited "in person" at the 
dealer's showroom. 


As it turned out, the holder of 


the winning number had sent hi.s 
stub in by messenger. A court 
ruled later that, since he had not 
complied with the terms of the 
offer, he had not earned a right to 
the prize. 


What if the contest is an illegal 


lottery? Then, even if you do win, 
you should not expect a court to 
enforce your claim. As a general 
rule, the courts will not lend their 
aid to carry out an illegal contract. 


The Supreme Court has given 


the reason: 


"No court of justice can be 


made the handmaid of iniquity. 
There can be no legal remedy for 
that which is itself illegal."

Q—Is it necessary to have 


surgery for hemorrhoids that 
bleed occasionally? Could the 
bleeding be a symptom of can- 
cer? 


A—Keeping the stools soft 


will help prevent piles from 
bleeding but m o s t bleeding 
piles must eventually be re- 
moved. This is the only sure 
cure. Since bleeding from the 
rectum is also a symptom of 
cancer, your doctor should de- 
termine the s o u r c e of the 
blood.

lorospasm. W h a t does this 
means? 


A—Cholecystitis is inflam- 


m a t i o n of the gall bladder 
and is usually caused by an in- 
fection. Pylorospasm is a spas- 
modic contraction of the out- 
let of the stomach that is usu- 
ally congenital. It may cause 
the stomach to empty more 
slowly than normal.
